1. WE VIEW DAYAN'S SIGNING OE LIKUD PETITION AND HIS PUBLIC 
DEEENSE OF HIS MOVE AS SERIOUS DEVELOPMENT AND LOOK 
EORWARD TO RECEIVING EMBASSY'S ANALYSIS. ANALYSIS SHOULD 
COVER QUESTION OE WHETHER DAYAN MAY BE DELIBERATELY BLURRING 
DISTINCTION BETWEEN A) PERMITTING JEWS TO SETTLE ANYWHERE 
ON WEST BANK AND KEEPING ISRAELI EORCES INDEFINITELY AT 
VARIOUS POINTS ON WEST BANK, POSITIONS HE HAS HELD EOR SOME 
TIME, AND B) PREVENTING ANY "PARTITION" OP ANY PART OP WEST 
BANK PROM ISRAEL AND OPPOSING ESTABLISHMENT OP ANY "POREIGN 
REGIME," INCLUDING JORDANIAN AND PALESTINIAN REGIME- WHICH 
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SEEMS TANTAMOUNT TO CALL EOR ANNEXATION BY ISRAEL. 
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2. EMBASSY SHOULD ALSO ESTIMATE PROSPECTS FOR BOLT OF
